It is not the water that produces them, but 
the word of God, which is connected with the 
water ; for, without the word of God, the wa- 
ter is mere water, and does not conſtitute a 
baptiſm ; but,” with the word of God, it be- 
comes a baptiſm, that is to ſay, a graceful wa- 
ter of life, and the laver of regeneration in the 
Holy Ghoſt, as Paul ſays to Titus, iti, 5, 6 ;— 
« According to his mercy hath he ſaved us, by 
the waſhing of regeneration and the renewing 
of the Holy Gholt, which he hath ſhed on us 
abundantly through Jeſus Chriſt our Saviour,” 
that thereby we might be made righteous and 
be heirs according to the hope of everlaſting 
life.

What is the Sacrament of the Altar ? 

1t is the body and blood of our Lord Jeſus 
Chriſt, under the external ſigns of bread and 
wine, given unto us Chriſtians to eat and drink, 
as it was inſtituted by Chriſt himſelf. 

Which are the words of the inſtitution of 
the Sacrament * 

The holy Evangeliſts, Matthew, Mark, and 
Luke, together with the holy Apoftle St. Paul, 
write thus ;—*© Our Lord Jeſus Chriſt in the 
<< night, in which he was betrayed, took bread; 
< 2nd, when he had given thanks, he brake it 
<« and gave it to his diſciples, ſaying, Take, eat, 
« this xs my body which was piven for you. 
«{ This do in remembrance of me.” And at: 
the ſame time, after the ſupper, he took the. 
cup, gave thanks, and gave it to them, ſaying : 
« Take ye and drink all of this cup, which is 
<« the new teſtament in my blood, that was ſhed 
« for you and for many for the remiſſion of _ 
&« ſins. This do, as often as ye drink it, in res- . 


&© membrance of me.” 
What are the benefits derived from the cel- 


ebration of the Lord's Supper ? 
They are pointed out in theſe words of the 


inſtitution: Which was ſhed for you and for 


many, for the remiſſion of ſins ;** which words 
ſhew us, that by this ſacrament we obtain a 

pledge of the forgiveneſs of fins, and conſe. 
quently of life and falvation ; for where remit. 
fion of fans is granted, lite and falvation always 


ACcco mpany It. 
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How can corporeal eating and drinking pro- 
duce ſuch great eſtects ? ” 
"It is not the eating and-drinking that cauſes 
theſe effets, but that ſolemn declaration ;— 
<*« whiclt was given and ſhed for you for the re- 
miſſion of ſins;*” which words, beſides the 1i- 
teral eating and drinking, are conſidered as the 
chief thing in the ſacrament z whereforeavho- 
ſoever truly believes theſe words, has what 
they. promiſe, even the forgiveneſs of ſin. 
Who 1s it that receives this ſacrament wor- 
thily ?- 
To.receive it with faſting and external pre- 
paration, 18-1indeed a good external diſcipline ; 
but he is really worthy and fit to receive this 
ſacrament, who has faith in- theſo words ;— 
& which was ſhed' for you for the remiſſion of 
ſins; but he that 1s. void of this faith, or 
doubts in his mind, 1s unworthy and unfit ; 
for the-words © for you,” require truly believ-

4t, but firmly believe that, ſo doing, our fins 
are forgiven of God in Heaven. 

What ftns ought we to confeſs ? 

Before God we. ought. to acknowledge all 
our ſins, even thoſe of which we are Uncon- 
ſcious, as we do in the Lord's prayer ; but to 
the confeſlors we are bound only to acknow- 
ledge thoſe {ins of which we are ſenfible. 

What are theſe ? 

Let every one examine himſelf according to 


the ten commandments, whether he has fulfill- F 


_ed or neglected the duties that are binding on 
him from his fitvation in life, as a father or a 
mother, a ſon or a daughter, a huſband or a 
wite, a man-ſervant or a maid-ſervant ; whe-

thez he has injured any perſon either with 
words or actions ; whether he has been guilty 
of theft or waſte through inattention ; or whe- 
ther he has committed any other evil decds.

This, therefore, God hath made our indif- 
penſable duty ; and it will be a down-right re- 
bellion-for any man to refuſe this homage any _ 
day of his lite; the wiltul neglect of this be- 
ing, in effect, to diſown his power over us, his 
roodnefs to help us in our neceſſities, and his 
juſtice to purifh ſuch as tranſgrels his com- 
mands ; and to queſtion the faithfulneſs of his 
promiſe to pardon the truly penitent ſinner, 
and to reward a}. fuch as incerely itrive to 


pleaſe him 


This negledt and Ailokedicace” is very often |} 


puniſhed by God's leaving men to themſelves, 
and to their own wicked ways ; which ever 
did, and ever will, end in their ruin, very of- 
ten 1n this world, but always in the world to. 
come,-without a miracle of grace, which ſuch 
ſinners have no reaſon to hope for. 
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The cauſe of which is plain :. the conſtant 
and wilful omiſſion, of this duty is a ſure way 
to loſe the knowledge and remembrance of 
God, of his word, and promiſes ; and then men 
will have no. motives to fear or to love God, 
nor any reaſon to hope for any good from him. 
It will alſo very naturally lead ſuch people 


to depend upon themſelves only, to forget their 


own ſad condition and miſery ; that they are - 
liable to God?*s wrath, and even to damnation ;_ 
which kpowledge i3 neceſlary, and for this end 
was revealed, even to awaken and humble fin- 
ners, that, by a true repentance, they may ef- 
cape the bitter pains of eternal miſery. 

_Now the fpirit of God threatens, that ſuch 
as will not retain God in their knowledge, 
(which can be done oply by praying to him 
daily) ſhall be given up by God to a reprobate 


mind, this is, to a mind void of judgment ; to 


do what is right in their own eyes, let what 
will follow. 

And the event will certainly be this : they 
will fall under the power and government of 
an evil ſpirit, who will lead them, as he did the 


heathen world, to commit, all iniquity with

When God giveth riches, it is not to make 
them an occagion of our ruin, but to try our 
vixtue; for, if we are not high-mindedz if 
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we trust not in uncertain riches, but in the 
living God; if we do good with them, and 
readily diſtribute to the neceſlities of others ; 
then are riches a real bleſſing, and help to bring 
us to eternal life. 1 Tim. 6, 17.
